A seventy-tw o hour vigil of a distraught and heart­ 
broken father for his m issing son ended at 12:30 o’clock this 
m orning when Dr. C. G. Crist, Cham bersburg street, received 
a telephone call from Dr. P. D. Flynn, resident physician at 
Mercy hospital, Baltimore, that the form er’s son, Eddie, 17, 
had been adm itted there “in a stuporous condition.” 
The long vigil, beginning w ith Eddie’s m ysterious dis­ 
appearance from Lawrenceville academ y, Lawrenceville, New 
Jersey, at 12:05 o’clock last Saturday afternoon, the discov­ 
ery of his absence at IO o’clock that night, and the notifica­ 
tion of Doctor Crist about tw o hours later, ended with the 
local physician on the verge of a nervous collapse.

■ Trial of the habeas corpus action 
to determine custody of the little 
heiress went on behind closed doors 
in supreme court, but at the close 
of court Justice John F. Carew sum­ 
marized the testimony for the re­ 
porters, whom he had excluded. 
Mrs. Morgan appeared as a wit­ 
ness against her daughter and for 
the child's aunt, Mrs. Harry Payne 
Whitney, 
who 
now 
has her in 
charge. 
She has submitted a de­ 
tailed affidavit, giving instances of 
supposed neglect and harsh treat­ 
ment of Gloria by her mother. 
As stated by Justice Carew, Mrs. 
Morgan testified that about three 
weeks after G lorias birth she se­ 
lected a nurse, and from then on 
she and the nurse ‘‘practically took 
charge of the child.” 
“Was Mrs. Morgan asked if she 
thought Mrs, Vanderbilt was not a 
fit guardian for the child?” the Jus­ 
tice was asked. 
“She would not be allowed to 
make such a statement,” he re­ 
plied. 
"That would not be com­ 
petent evidence.” 
Mrs. Morgan, he asserted, was not 
asked about her daughter’s associa­ 
tions, nor did she tell about any 
"carousing" in the Paris home of 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. 
Many letters from Gloria to her 
grandmother 
were 
introduced in 
evidence. 
Justice Carew described 
them as "childish letters," express­ 


ing love for “Nanny"- Mrs, Mor­ 
gan—but not saying whether the 
little girl was unhappy or afraid of 
her mother, as has been testified. 
At the morning 
session 
Marie 
Caillot, former French maid of Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, 
was 
cross-examined 
about her previous testimony of an 
incident involving Mrs. Vanderbilt 
and Lady Milford-Haven. 
Justice Carew said that Mrs. Van­ 
derbilt’s lawyer tried in his cross­ 
examination to make the incident 
seem an innocuous expression of 
friendship and "feels he has diluted 
it a lot," although Mrs. Whitney’s 
lawyer felt the story had not been 
shaken.
